Whisky and lather for the Whites. 


As Benjamin B. Butler, late Congress- 


man, 
was a chief promoter of the Civil 


Rights Bills, and as capable anyhow of 
interpreting n statute as any man in the 
country, the following letter of his will 
be read with interest: 


WASHINGTON", March 18, 1875. 


Sir.:—I have the pleasure to acknowl- 


edge receipt of you;s of the 14th, con- 
taining expressions of appreciation of 
my effort* in behalf of the Civil Eights 
bill, for which accept my thanks. You 
further ask, " Will yon be kind enough 
to inform me if colored men are entitled 
to the privileges of saloons aud barber 
shops under its provisions?" 


AS CSRSVIKD P81VILKOE. 


To this I answer:—I understand by 


"saloon," yon irean drinking saloons, 
and am happy to say that the Civil 
Bights bill does not give any right to a 
colored man to go into a drinking saloon 
without the leave of the proprietor, and 
am very glad thut it does not. I am 
willing to concede, as a friend to the 
colored man, that the white raw toaj 
have at least this one superior p«v-. [ 
ilege to the colored man, that they] 
can drink in bar-rooms and S.JOOBS, ' 
and I never shall do anything to ui- , 
terfere with the exercise of that high | 
and distinctive privilege. I wonUl uot' 
advocate a bill which >ho«M s»v" tnat j 
right to a colored man. If 1 were to 
vote for any bill on this subject at oil, it | 
would be one to keep the colored man • 
out of the drinking saloons; and I hope 
no barkeeper will ever let a colored man 
have a glass of liquor at any bar open 
for drinking. 
Indeed, I should i>e glad, 


whenever a colored man should go iuto 
a drinking saloon for the purpose of 
drinking at the bar if somebody would 
at once take him and put it ont, doing 
him as little injury as possible. He 
could do the colored man no greater 
kindness. 


PRIVACY OF A BiKBEE SIIOI'. 


As to the other branch of your ques- 


tion, in reference to barber shops, let 
me say that the trade of a barber is like 
any other trade, to be carried on by the 
man who ia engaged in it at his own will 
and pleasure; and the Civil Rights bill 
has nothing to do, and was intended to 
have nothing to do, with its exercise. A 
barber has a right to shave whom he 
pleases as much as n jeweler has a right 
to repair a watch for whom he pleases, 
or a blacksmith to shoe -.neb. colored 
horses as he pleases. In other words,

conveyances and iu inns or licensed tav- 
erns because all snch business was for 
the public under special privileges grant- 
ed by the Government.

The Civil Bights bill only con- 
firms these rights of all citizens to the 
colored man in consideration of the pre- 
(ndioa against him and an attempt in cer- 
tain parts of the country to interfere with 
the exercise of those common law rights, 
and Congress has enacted a penalty as a 
means of enforcing the right in his be- 
half in consideration of his helplesu 
aad dependant condition. 
The Civil 


Eights bill has not altered the colored 
inan'i rights at all from what theyi 
were before under the common law 
application to nearly every State in the 
Union. It has only given him greater 
power to enforce that right to meet the 
exigency of combined effort to deprive 
colored citizens of it; and all idea that 
the Civil Bights bill allows the colored 
man to force himself into any man's 
shot), or into any man's private house, 
or into anv eating home, boarding house 
or wtabliahment oiei than those I have 
named, is simply an c ihibition of igno- 
rance as, in some cast :s. of insufferable 
prejudice and malignity. And while I 
would sustain any ooloied man in firmly 
and properly insisting upon his rights 
under the Civil Bights bill, which were 
his at common law, as they were the 
right of every citizen, yet I should op- 
pose to the utmost of niy power any at- 
tempt on the part of the colored men to 
ute the Civil Bights bill as a pretence to 
interfere with the private business of 
private parties. It is ttueath the digni- 
ty of any colored man ao to do, and all 
acts, snch as shutting him out from 
drinking saloons, may be well left to the 
ignorant and generally vicions men who 
keep them as a badge of their superior- 
ity to the colored race. I have the hon-

THAT COURT HOUSE CLOCK. 


Several weeks ago the Boaul 01 Su- 


pervisors passed a resolution, agreeing 
to contribute $1.000 to the purchase of 
a clock for the cupola of the new Court 
House, providing tho city of Oakland, 
through Council or otherwise, furnish a 
like amount. The City Government w as 
asked by the coutiiy to set aside one-half 
the required funds, tut (ho foiuiL-r was 
not in a condition to respond. In vio^ 
of this, we suggested that n subscription 
paper be started in the city, and the 
$1,00!) raised in that way, if possible. 
As yit we have heard of no effort being 
made to raise this moi.ey, and the vholo 
business seems to hive resolved itself 
into nobody's business. 


Now that the new Court Hou^o ia 


nearing a completion, there is no time 
to lose, and as the City Government is 
no more ready lo respond to the offer of 
the county than it was six weeks or two 
months ago. some action should be taken 
on the part of citizens themselves. Ev- 
eryone recognizes the importance of 
having a loud-sounding, illuminated, 
first-class town clock in'the cupola of 
the Court House. Every reason can be 
urged in its favor, and none against. Of 
course, that part of the city north of 
Twelfth street, ami perhaps west cf 
Adeline, 
as before sniil, 
may 
not 


take special interest in it, but al- 
together the city ought to subscribe 
to such fin enterprise without much 
solicitation, and 
nt least one good 


town clock set tip at once. All that pint 
of the city south of Twelfth and east of 
Adeline, and leaving ont East Oakland, 
should contribute liberally—in fact, they 
should not see the affair fall through at 
all. 
But by all means let ail effort be 


made without farther delay to the end of 
having a time-regulator of the kind pro- 
posed, no matter where it may bn lo- 
cated. We have always said that the 
present City Hall was ten years ahead 
of time, bat the new Court-house was 
not located in Oakland in advance cf the 
wants of the people; but it ia due the 
outside people that Mich an expense as 
that suggested, should be largely shared 
by the property-owners of this city. 


Wo have vio doubt that the amount 


necessary to satisfy the resolution of the 
Supervisors could be raised by snbsciip- 
tion ir, a few days, if there were a paper 
properly headed and handed around. 
Let it distinctly set forth the object of 
the subscription, the conditions and cir- 
cumstances, and we believe nearly every 
property holder within certain limits 
will be prompt and geneious, and the 
city throughout not averse to donating 
somewhat to this desirable eiiterprUe. 
Start it with a spelling-school, if no 
other way, but by all means let some on? 
turn loose and do something.
